It is the long wait between new ones that really adds 
to the tension. | forgot what it was like to really chase something that may not appear again in my lifetime! 


We place so much importance on these things. It is obvious because we dedicate a lot of resources in 
the way of time and money pursuing them, however at some point in time there is a moment of clarity. Out- 
side our own peer group this activity is considered insignificant and arcane by many. 


Clubs are social entities formed to satisfy some need or desire. For some the excitement of working a 
station in exotic place is the pinnacle. For others working as many entities in a calendar year or as many 
contests as possible is the thing that does it. For some it is the much deserved recognition and for others it 
is contributing to something big and the satisfaction of a job well done. Do these objectives conflict with 
each other? Are they mutually exclusive? No! Then we should endeavor to support each other in our re- 
spective goals. It might not be our cup of tea but it does not detract from our aspirations and it supports an- 
other members goals. We should encourage those who value them as much as we value our own. People 
maintain social contact as long as the benefit they derive exceeds the cost and effort. If there is no benefit, 
no cost or effort requred they melt away. The experience should be as widely beneficial as possible. 


What kills a group the fastest is dissension from members attempting to satisfy an inordinate desire.

Go out of your way to find out what others want and 
to express your expectations with the goal of improving the SCDXC making a fun and enjoyable club.

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LET’S GET SCHROEDER CONTEST 


At the May board meeting the board decided to create a club award that would encourage DXing among the 
club members. As you all Know we have one member who is a little over the top when it comes to chasing 
DX and contesting. Even for our standards John, N6QQ, stands out as a DXer who goes to the extreme to 
make a vast number of QSOs and collect as many entities in a single year. 


You may think our comments are untoward and rude however John himself chose the name of the contest 
and outlined the criteria. He has basically thrown down the gauntlet. He has placed his massive record on 
his shoulder and dares someone to knock it off. This must be compelling to one if not several of our club 
members. So without further adieu here are the contest rules. 


Objective: Work as many entities in an 11 month period. 
(December is left open to tally the results and hand out the awards). 


Contest Period: Jan. 1°'— Nov. 30" each year. 
Bands: Every band permitted by the operator’s license class from 160m — 6m. 
Modes: Every mode permitted by the operator’s license class and in the FCC assigned band segments. 


Reporting: Only SCDXC Full and Associate members may participate in this contest. (Associate Members 
may well become Full Members by the end of the contest.) Use of the ClubLog site is preferred. In lieu of this 
contestants can send their country list to the newsletter editor every month. The editor will post the monthly 
results in a new contest column in the newsletter. 


Winners: 
Everyone who works at least Mixed DXCC will receive a certificate. 


The top ten will receive special recognition at the Holiday Party and participate in the special contest de- 
scribed below. 


The winner will be given a plaque handcrafted by John. If the contestant manages to defeat the incumbent 
Mr. Schroeder then the following special contest will ensue. You can only win once in a 5 year period but 
compete anyway! 


Special Contest: 
At the following summer bash John or his designated proxy will be placed in a dunk tank. The top ten con- 
tenders will be given 5 balls. The contender that scores the highest dunk percentage will win a special prize. 


Disqualification: 
Any participant who takes this contest too seriously will be summarily disqualified. No biting, no kicking, no 
gouging, just a good clean fight. 


Anyone who operates outside their privileges or violates any of the laws regulating amateur radio in the pur- 
suit of the top position will be disqualified and immediately become a candidate for John’s proxy.

It could be the same common countries day in and day out or a mix 
of new and old. 


Here is the challenge. Try doing this. Report your monthly count to the newsletter editor and he will 
post it in the newsletter. At the end of the year the person with the most day — entities will be recog- 
nized at the January meeting. Furthermore the participants who submit their records will receive a 
chance at a special drawing.

It is also the beginning of Sporadic 
E season on 6 Meters. About every 6 years the Es peaks. Loud sig- 
nals from all over the world can be heard with a minimal antenna. 
Asia usually peaks about sunset or after and around midnight. South 
America is in the late morning and afternoon. Africa is in the morning 
and Europe seems to be in the evening. Also the Pacific peaks in the 
afternoon. Keep an ear out. If things get funny on 10 Meters at night 
run up to 6 and check out the action! 


The month looks like slim pickins! The big DX is Marion Island. 
There are however many permanent DX stations going at it. How 
about taking the N6QQ challenge? Work 10 countries a day. Even if 
you work the same 10 countries each day you will be promoting 
DXing. | have been attempting to accomplish this lofty goal and you 
know about 20% of the entities worked are fairly rare, so rare that 
they have increased my band slot count. How about getting on board 
and making some noise?

To earn the merit badge scouts must visit an active amateur radio sta- 
tion. Mel will escort the scouts to the WEMS club station satisfying this requirement. This would be 
an excellent segue into DXing.

In 2007, the Five Star DXers Association, FSDXA, organized a large DXpedition 
to St. Brandon Island in the Indian Ocean. This DXpedition still rates as the most 
successful ever in terms of the number of contacts during an absolute sunspot minimum. The call sign, 
3B7C, was for three intense weeks in September 2007, synonymous with global fellowship and heartfelt joy 
that is so typical among large numbers of ham radio operators all over the world, as they shared the best 
hobby of them all — amateur radio. 


3B7C is primarily a photo book based on the documentary tradition within photography. The author, Pete 
Arninge (SM5GMZ2), has been working as a journalist for more than 30 years, with 15 of those years devoted 
entirely to photojournalism. It is also a book filled with personal reflections and observations, showcasing 
what amateur radio really is all about as it erases borders and puts prejudices and preconceptions aside. 
The 3B7C team of 20 operators, from a variety of countries, succeeded in getting 137,500 QSOs into their 
log. This is the story about how it was done.

The driving directions to WEMS, Inc are as follows: 
The address is: 4650 West Rosecrans Avenue, Hawthorne, CA. (South side of street)
